NEW MINING LAWS. 
Not all the legislation enacted at 
the recent session of the California 


with such corporation, or its stock, 
any untrue or willfully and fraudulent- 


a tendency to produce or give, to the 
shares of stock in such corporation a 
greater value or less apparent or mar- 
ket value then they really possess, or 
with the intention. of defrauding any 
particular person or persons, or the 
public, or persons generally, shall be 
deemed guilty of a felony, and on con- 
viction thereof shall be punished by 
imprisonment in State prison or 4& 
county jail not exceeding two years, 
or by fine not exceeding five thousand 
or by both.” 

Whether this law will prove broad 
enough and stringent enough to serve 
the desired purpose can be determined 
only by the test of its practical opera- 
tion. That there is need for some such 
law has long been apparent. Legiti- 
mate mining enterprises have long suf- 
fered severely from the operations 
of these fake mining schemes, founded 
upon worthless claims, and often upon 
no claims save the mendacious claims 
of the swindling fakers themselves. If 
this law shall prove sufficient to put 
an end to the particular kind of 
swindling to which it refers, it will 
accomplish a great and lasting benefit. 

From the text of the law it is evi- 
dent that its application is not resirict- 
ed to mining corporations alone, but 
that it will apply with equal force 
to any corporation based on fraud and 
supported by misrepresentation. If 
the language in which it is couched 
may be taken as any criterion, the law 
seems to be broad enough to cover a 
large number of swindling, get-rich- 
quick concerns which the laws have 
failed to reach in the past. 


The other new law above referred 
to provides for the placing of metallic 
guide posts on the 90 as to 
indicate the location of springs, wells, 
Or water tanks, the distance to the 
same, and other information of value 
in the desert regions of California, 
“particulariy in the counties of Kern, 
Ventura, Los Angeles, Inyo, Riverside, 
San Bernardino, and San Diego.” The 
sum of $5000 is appropriated for pur- 
chasing the posts, and the counties in 
which they are to be established are 
required to pay the expenses of erect- 
ing them and placing upon them the 
required information. The purchase 
and distribution of the posts is to be 
under the management and contro! of 
the State Department of Highways. 

The utility of this law is obvious. 
at a glance. The proposed guide posts 
will be of great value to prospectors 
and mining men in general, and they 
will doubtless be the means of saving 
many lives that would otherwise be 
lost in the vastness and desolation of 
the desert. 


One of the sights that go to im- 
press tourists with the fact that Los 
Angeles is to a large extent an Ill-keot 
city, is the caved-in sidewalk on the 
Sixth street side of Westlake Park. 
This walk has been breaking and fal- 
ing for three or four years and has 
recently arrived at the condition of 4 
slovenly heap of disjointed and broken 
cement. With the row of swell hotels 
on this side of the park, Sixth street 
has become a great stamping ground 
for tourists, and such a defacement of 
the park-side, such long-continued 
neglect, such apparent indifference to 
ordinary neatness in a conspicuous 
place—these are bad and flaring ad- 
vertisements for a city which might 
be one of the most beautiful in the 
world.

Per- 
haps they come from a country like 
Russia, where the laws are severe and 
arbit „ and they are alarmed at all 
notices ing an official appearance. 
Some of them thmk that a simple 
Board of Health notice is an order of 
banishment. So when they get any- 
thing of that kind they hurry away to 
the only one they know outside of their 
Own circle of friends—the district 
mayor—who is, indeed, a mayor and 
chief magistrate to them. This mayor 
tells them where to go and just what 
to do, and if they cannot understand 
what he fells them he goes with them 
and attends to the matter personally. 
“You would not believe how the time of 
an Bast Side mayor is taken up. He 
is going from morning to night. Some- 
times there are fifteen or twenty per- 
sons waiting their turn to see him; and, 
you must remember, that while some 
of the things that they want done seem 
trivial to us, to therm they are of the 
utmost importance. Many of these 
le send money to their relatives 
n the old country, and transect their 
financial business through the Ittle 
bankers on the Fast Side. It often 
happens that they do not hear from 
these remittances as soon as they ex- 
t to, and they become anxious, feir- 
that the money is lost. 
apply to their banker, but he 
is busy and gruff, and perhaps the 
man or woman who approaches him is 
uneducated and diffident and overawed 
by the supposed greatness of the 
banker, and cannot express himself cr 
hersélf intelligently. and so is put off. 
Then these people think surely that the 
money is lost, and th come to us 
weeping. In such cases all that is neces- 
sary is for the East Side mayor to 
write a note to the banker, who, when 
he sees the name of some responsible 
person, gives attention to his customer, 
whose fears are set at rest.
